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Trentham, a small village in north-western Stafford¬ 
shire, five miles from Stone, is chiefly famous on account 
of the neighbouring Trentham Hall, until recently the 
beautiful seat of the Duke of Sutherland, a modern building 
in the Italian style erected on the site of a nunnery dating 
back to the time of King Alfred. Spring Valley, in the 
vicinity, is a popular resort with residents of the Potteries. 
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
